JUNEAU (Alaska) Aug. 5.—Canadi- 
an Pacific steamship Princess May, 
Which left Skagway, Alaska, south- 
bond, for V@pcoyuver at 9 o'clock last 
night with i passengers and a 
crew of sixfy- „struck the north 
reef of Sentinel et at 4 o'clock this 
morning in dark, but not foggy weath- 
er, and in a smooth sea, and sank two 
hours later. Ail the passengers and 
their baggage were taken to the light- 
house on Sentinel Islet, whence they 
will be brought to Juneau tonight by 
steamers which have e to their re- 
lief. The lightkeeger did everything in 
his power to make the castaways com- 
fortable. None of. the passengers or 
crew were injured. 

A boat's crew of six were picked 
up by a fishing n and brought 
to Juneau. er, a second boat's 
crew with Pilot 1 arrived. 
The members of the crew, who are 
here, say that the steamer will be a 
total loss, the bottom bel torn open 
so that it will be impossible to raise 
the vessel. Capt. McLeod’ and a num- 
ber of the crew will stand by the ship. 

At the time of the accident, 2 
McLeod was in his berth and Pilot 
Richardson was on the bridge. The 
approach to Sentinel Rock, at the 
southern end 6f Lynn Canal, is one 
of the most perilous stretches of wa- 
ter In Alaska. A ship must clear the 
rocky islands on both sides, the small- 
est variations from the course entall- 
ing destruction. 

e Walls of the canal are precip- 
cong and the waterway deep, and in 
many places narrow. Sentinel Island 
ts situated about four miles north and 
east of Sheiter Island. This passage 


is strewn with reefs and at some 
points, Is less than half a mile in 
width. Sentinel Island is a jagged 
rock about 250 yards long and with 
long tooth-like reefs projecting at the 
north and south ends. 

Pilot Richardson. who arrived here 
late today said the Princess May struck 
the reef at 2 o'clock this morning.

{From the Pathfinder! One of 
the big gun manufacturing com- 
panies in France has built an 
artificial island in the Mediterranean 
Sea from which to make tests of its 
torpedoes, thus gaining the name 
‘L'tle des Torpilles,” or Island of Tor- 
pedoes, for it. When the idea first per- 
sented itself to the company a small! 
isiand in a proper locality was searched 
for, but without success. Therefore 
the company decided to build a hollow 
concrete island, float it to the position 
desired and sink it to the sea bottom. 
The ‘targe structure, 76 feet long, 60 
feet wide and about 70 feet in height, 


Seine, launched and towed to its post- 
tion in the Mediterranean. 
The lower half of the island, or 


calsson, as it should be called, was 


divided into ballast cells. These were 
empty. of course, while the structure 
was being floated, anden this condition 
the caisson weighed not less than 8600 
tons. When its permanent resting 
placo was reached water was allowed 
to flow into the cells and the structure 
gradually sank, striking the rock bot- 
tom of the sea in about forty-five feet 
of water. The cells were then emptied 
of water one at a time and concrete 
substituted, forming a solid foundation, 
the whole being firmly anchored to the 
bottom of the sea. The upper half of 
the caisson is divided into two stories, 
the lower half being for the launching 
of torpedoes under water. The Mager 
contains two torpedo tubes for — 
launching of torpedoes above water. 
On top of the caisson was built a super- 
structure for the housing of the work- 
shop, storerooms and quarters for the 
engineers and mechanics. This extends 
some distance over the caisson on the 


from which ‘he torpedoes are 


fired, and on its top is an observation 
platform, from which the course of 
the torpedoes can be watched. 


SPREAD OF ENGLISH LANGUAGE. 


Has Been Adopted by China as the 


Official Foreign Tongue—Change 
from Bacon's Time. 


The adoption of the English lan- 
guace as the officially recognized for- 
elgn tongue of China, which has just 
been decreed by the Prince Regent, de- 
serves more notice in the English- 
Speaking countries than it has yet re- 
ceived, says the St. Louis Globe Dem- 
ecrat. the foreign languages,” 
says the ministry of education at Pe- 
hing,’ “English is most extensively used 
throughout the world. It was the first 
introduced inte China, and is most 
wideiy employed here. The number 
of English text-books imported is far 
greater than those imported from the 
other countries. It is, therefore, pro- 
posed that in all the different schools 
of China the English language be 
adopted.” 

This is a departure of large conse- 
quence. While in 1810 the number of 
persons in the world who used Eng- 
lish as their home tongue was en- 
ceeded by those who employed Rus- 
sian, FreneW, ish and German, the 
English leads all those tongues in 1910. 
Of course, this great expansion in the 
field of the Bnglish language is due 
chiefly to the rise of the United States. 
In population the United States stands 
next to Russia among the peoples of 
the white race, but hardly half of the 
people of the Muscovite empire talk 
the Russian tongue. Of the 126,000,000 
people who use English, two-thirds of 
them reside in the United States. And 
th) lead of the English tongue is steaJ- 
lly lengthening.
